347, tose asvoets of the earlier rulings were qualified in 
view of tha proviaiona of the Act of Maroh 4, 1936, whiogh 
transforned leave of Goverment employees from a privilegs to 
i lepal ricite ‘The cited cases, however, invalve tenporamy 
duty while on leave to placen other then the official station 
and did not indieute that travel betwoon place of Isave and 
the official duty stition would be paid for by the Goverment.

Se cé DbGlLiaves that whera properly authorized In 
advance for the comvenlence ef the Covormnent, air teavel 
nient now be included in the above ruling. If theee facts. 
Tat the circusstances of Hr. Em travel, he muxy be rue 
imbursed accomlinglys ve feel however, that it should be 
broucht to the attenticn of the administrative officer cone 
nerned,s thet guoh tocallay, particularly when repeated, as 
in cast, put the Government to conaiderchle adidi- 
taonal excengss end ahould ba fully fustified by shoring that 
the mogults required eould not be accomplished by tealenhone, 
or cones poniousa, or by delaying action untia the expiration 
of Loaves 
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
